HELPFUL HINTS 


With tho cost of gasoline soaring 


to new heights it will be well to 
study out'ways of saving it.' A fre- 
quent cause of waste is running the 
engine idle. A great deal more gas- 
oline is used than when the engine 
runs under load. 
So stop your en- 


gine every time you have occasion to 
stop the car for a few minutes. 


As you approach a stop coasting, 


or as you coast around corners, be 
sure to throttle down, to prevent en- 
gine from racing. 
This saves the 


gasoline 
that 
would otherwise 
be 


wasted. 


When going down a long hill, shut 


off ignition. 
This also waves gas- 


oline. 
Even if you use tho engine 


as a brake, with throttle closed you 
draw very little gasoline. If throttle 
is opened, however, you draw out a 
great deal. 
So keep throttle closed. 


Buy H? good grade of gasoline. 
By 


shopping around you will find some 
dealers have better fuel than others. 
Use the gasoline that gives you tho 
most mileage. 


And see that you get what you 


pay for. 
Some dealers look. on you 
as a transient whom they will never 
see again, and do not give you the 
full amount. 
A gauge on the tank, 


or even a marked stick, is a good 
way to check up the amount deliver- 
ed into the tank. 
A little more at- 


tention to the hints above will - save 
you many dollars in the course of a 
year.

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MEANING 
OF 
GERMAN 
PEACE 


If the Teutonic powers are makint, 


various peace offers it is merely" be- 
cause 
the .rulers of Germany and 


Austria know that the longer' the war 
lasts .the less chance they will have 
of winning it. 


A peace made now would be a Ger- 


man peace. Ii would be a peace ma'de 
when German troops held parts 
ol 


Belgium, Serbia, Russia, France and 
Rumania. It would give the Teutons 
something with which to trade. 
It 


would give' them the whip hand in 
asserting that the murderous subma- 


• rine must not be curbed by any new 


international law. It would give them 
the opportunity to demand back their 
lost colonies and to talk with an air 
of magnanimity of not exacting In- 


. demnities from the rest of the world. 


But it would also leave them 
un- 


punished for their 
shocking 
crimes 


and 
unwhipped . of 
justice. 
They 


would be in the position of breaking 
all the laws of God and man and do- 
ing it with impunity. 


More than that, they would secure 


a peace made now so that in the fu- 
ture they might make war more effec- 
tively and with 
better 
chances of 


winning,, no matter how great the co- 
alition'of free peoples against them. 


Germany indulges in no dream of 


universal peace. 
She indulges in no 


dream of a lasting peace, or even of a 


- peace to endure for 
a 
long period. 


The kind of peace she thinks about 
is a peace that will allow her breath- 
ing time. 


It has been said ag.in and again 


by German apologists that the Prus- 
sian military writers were not rep- 
resentative of Germany. It has been 
said time and again that their fiery 
pronunciamentoes about world-might 
and world-conquest were mere opin- 
ions of the individuals 
who 
wrote 


them, without a responsive echo in 
Germany. But that is merely another 
Prussian lie. 


Prince Bernhard von Buelow, re- 


writing his book on Germany after 
the war started, pens this significant, 
menacing, and sinister paragraph: 


"Even if we had not been threat- 


ened with war during the last decades 
we must realize that there is ho such 
thing as a 
permanent 
peace, and 


must remember Mollke's words: 'Per- 
manent, peace is a dream, and 
not 


even a beautiful one. But war is an 
essential element of God's scheme of 
the world.' " 


Consider the import of this. 
Here 


is a former chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire, a staunch defender of 
Prussian 
militarism, 
endorsing 
the 


sentiment 
that peace 
is not even 


beautiful and that war is pleasing to 
God. 
It is doubtless on this preten- 


sion that the Kaiser says God is on 
the side of the Germans. 


War as the Germans wage it means 


innocent people assassinated at night 
on the free ocean highways, 
means 


non-combatant Belgians deported in- 
to slavery, means little children mur- 
dered by bombs dropped from air- 
planes upon quiet 
English 
school- 


houses, means soldiers strangled 
by 


all kinds of hideous poisonous gases. 


And at this late day, at the very 


time when German agents all over 
the world are shouting peace, one of 
the most prominent Germans in the 


-• world 
finds 
it in his 
heart to cry 


up wnr as a glorious thing, a. neccs- 


: snry thing, and to decry peace as an 


idle dream.. 


He spoke" a truer word 
than 
he 


knew. War is 'A glorious thing, wngetl 
as it is by the free peoples of the 
world to free themselves forever from 
the Prussian menace. 
Peace is in- 


deed an idle dream so long as the 
Hohonzollerns and their pliant 
and 


supple servants of the von Buelow 
tribe rule the destinies of the German 
people. 


It is part of our job to make peac<\ 


something more than an idle dream. 
Tt is part of our task to make of 
peare an enduring- and permanent and 
solid thing—not a dream, but n real- 
ity resplendent in its meaning for a 
world finally freod from the menace 
of the wholesale murder that, is Avar.

KEEP CHICKENS 


The 
department of 
agriculture's 


slogan, "Keep a pig!" has 
becomo 


familiar. 
With pork selling whole- 


sale around 520 a hundred, most any 
family could be reconciled t" fatten- 
ing a porker in the* back yard—where 
the law allows it. But it's rather sur- 
prising that we haven't heard more 
about keeping chickens. 


Eggs have gone up nearly as much 


as pork, and more than beef. There's 
talk of "dollar eggs" before the win- 
ter's over—not a dollar apiece, dear 
friends, but'a dollar a dozen'is quite 
sufficient. 
And though they may not 


reach that figure, they'll come near 
enough to it to make any household- 
er with a dozen hens in his poultry 
house feel as if he had a little gold 
mine. 


Chicken feed will be plentiful from 


now on, thanks to our. big cereal crops 
and the ban on grains for making 
whiskey. The cheaper grains will pay 
jig dividends when fed to "hens of a 
good laying breed. And they can be 
supplemented with a 
food 
supply 


that costs nothing at 
all, 
various 


forms of kitchen refuse that usually 
go into the garbage can. 


The chickens 'will'eat all the stale 


bread that you don't care to make 
nto bread puddings.' 
They'll 
feed 


jreedily on meat 
scraps, 
vegetable 


and fruit parings, melon seeds 
and 


•inds, sour milk and all sorts of left- 
over stuff.' With a little' care and 
nought, almost any family can have 
eggs at slight cost, almost as a by- 
product of housekeeping.

EASIER TO CAN PEACHES THAN 


OTHER FRUITS 
BY BIDDY BYE 
, 


Women In the grand army of can- 
ners ought to see not a single peach 
is wasted this year. 
Peaches can be" canned with much 
less labor than Is required for puU 
ting up most fruits. They will keep 
without, sugar, If properly sterilized; 
they may be dried by the electric 
fan or over the. kitchen range; or 
by the sun. 


To be In the best condition for 


canning, peaches should be ripe but 
moderately firm. The fruit should be 
graded according. to size and soft- 
ness before pared. 
Set aside the soft, 


wormy or inferior fruit for "pie fruit" 
or marmalade or "leather." 
Peaehes should be pared with a 


silver knife to prevent discoloration. 
Or they may be scalded and. the 
skin rubbed of scraped 
off. 
With 


the 'clingstone varieties,- the product 
is probably finer If the fruit is halved 
before paring. 


CANNED PEACHES 


Peaches should be rinsed in cold 
water, 
packed 
into 
hot jars and 


covered with syrup immediately after 
paring. 
Otherwise the surface turns 
dark. Hot syrup -previously prepared 
should be poured over the fruit at 
once. 
Before packing a second jar, 


place rubbers and caps In position, 
but do not tighten the covers. 
Set 
jars in a water-bath or cold-pack 
(water-boiler) 
outfit. 
Sterilize 
16 


minutes, .take from 
boiler, tighten 


covers, invert to cool. Wrap in paper 
to prevent bleaching before storing. 


DRIED PEACHES 


Peel and slice ripe peaches, string 


and hang in the sun, protectej) from 
insects. 
Or spread on clean boards 


and dry in the oven or with an 
electric fan; or use. a commercial 
evaporator. 
"Condition" the 
fruit, 
that Is turn it. and mix it several 
times during the drying process so 
the product may be uniform. 
Store 


In small quantities in paper bags or 
boxes. 


PEACH LEATHER 


Peel and crush . very ripe peaches, 
spread the pulp on platters and dry 
in the oven. When thoroughly dried, 
the 
pulp should 
be as 
tough as 
leather. Roll it up and seal in bags. 
"When needed for use, soak over night 
and stew, with sugar. 


PEACH MARMALADE 


For each pound of pared and sliced 


"ruit allow 3-4 pound of sugar. Mash 
the fruit, add the sugar 
and 
mix 


well. 
Turn into a crock,, cover, 'and 
bake in the oven for several hours. 
Stir occasionally. 
Turn into small 
jars and cover with melted para n. 


PICKLED 
PEACHES 


For 25 pounds of peaches allow 12 


pounds of sugar. Wash the fruit, and 
rub off fuzz with coarse crash. Make 
a pickling liqudr by boiling 5 pints 
of vinegar mixed with sugar and 1-2 
cupful stick 
cinnamon 
and 
other 


spices if liked. 
Put. in two quarts 


of the peaches and simmer until the 
fruit is tender, then skim out the 
"teaches and pack in 
a 
stone jar. 


When all of the fruit has been cook- 
ed, boil down the syrup, pour it over 
the peaches, cover the jar and add a 
weight. Keep In a cool place. 


PEACH VINEGAR 


Save peach parings and use over- 


ripe 
fruit 
for 
vinegar. 
Mash the 


'ruit and cover with cold water. 
To 


each gallon adfl four ounces of sugar 
and a dessertspoonful of yeast. 
Set 


n sun to ferment, but do not cover 
closely, or the container may burst. 
Strain and bottle, or add to vinegar
